Hogs Fattened on Peanuts. 

Farm and Fireside prints in its cur 
rent issoa an infarasting article entitled 

"Peanut Culture in 0:{lahoma," shov(( 
ing how Spanish peanuts can be grown 
in varioas pans of this country and us- 
ed feed for hogs. Finishing tiie hogs 
for market or getting^hem ready for 
butchering for home eonsnmption has 
pui the farmera of Oklahoma and in the 
semi-arid regions of the Southwest to a 
severe test daring the p^st three years. 
Owii:^' to dry weather and hotw^ndsthe 
srain crop during tha past seaaon was 
nearly a faiinre in those parts of the 
country. Hog raisers, finding that they 
could no longer depend on the grain 
crop to finish their pork, found that 
Spanish peanuts met the requirements. 
The article continues as follows: 

The pen not is one of the best drouth- 
resisiiii^' crops' that can be raised, in 
fact it will stop growing and wait for 
the rain. .The plants will, wilt nnder 
the sun of the day, but will be fresh and 
green the next morning It is vary pro- 
ductive and will do well on moat any 
kind of soil, but is well adapted to a 
light, sandy loam having a clay iub- 
soil. 

In theMmmaroT 1911 a farmer plant- 
ed four aoraa of paannts and, although 
not.kdropof rain felf for 45 days, this 
crop continued to grow, and 40 bushels 
per acre were harvested. In 1913, on 
the same kind of land and with half the 
cultivatio a^oi corn, he gathered 75 bush- 
els of paaaata and 20 bushels of eer^par 
acre. 

The most profitabia W9J of raising 
peanuts is to plant the mop, and after 
the nnuare filled and matured, eat the 
hay and cure like clover and lat iIm 
ho^s harvest the nuts. 

Last year the writer had a small plot 
of peanuts, a little less than aaaera^ On 
Sept. 15 the' vines were out and feix hogs, 
averaging 90 pounds, were turned on it 
to harvest the nuts. On Nov. 15 they 
were again weighed and^sbowed a g&in 
of 750 pounds, equivalent to t9B at the 
price hogs were then selling for. They 
were then uken off the peanuts and fed 
Kaffir com fer two weeks and were rea' 
dy for market. ^ 

While bigger gains and more pro6t 
can be secured by feeding peannu in 
this than in any other w«y, peanuts 
alone will not put tha hoga~ in the beat 
shape for market, as tha Isah will' be 
soft, and some grain feeding for a weak 
or ten days is advisable.

Last year the writer bad a small plot 
of peanuts, a little less than an acre. On 
Sept. 15 the' vines were cut and six hogs, 
averaging 90 pounds, were turned on il 
to harvest tbe nuts. On Nov. 15 they 
were again weighed andishowed a g&in 
of 750 pounds, equivalent to I9B at the 
price bogs were then selling fer. They 
were then taken off the peanuts aad fed 
KaflBr corn for two weeks 
dy for market. 

While bigger gains and more profit 
can be secured by feeding peanuts in 
this than in any other way, peanuts 
alone will not put the hogs in the ben 
shape for market, as the flesh will be 
soft, and some grain feeding for a week 
or ten days is advisable.

Much Needed Law. 

One of the Tiost imporlani measures 
that should be passed by the Kentucky 

Legislature is a corifplfpaoticeact. We 
have bad many eviii|illiiin recent years 
of tha aecessity of such a law. Judge 
Benton, at Winchester, was handicap- 
ped in the prosecution of bribery in 
elections by our very deficient laws on 
this subject. At Bowling Green and at 
other places attempts have bt>en made 
by tha eouiflaf atop b rib e r y in elec 
lions. In nearly every contested elec 
tion case during the past year, includini; 
those for judicial offices, corruption was 
shown. The use of money in elections 
has grown to such an alarming propor 
tion that in some sections of the State 
men of means have been bankrupted in 
running for otUce by the large sums of 
moaay they h*va been fcrcedto^end to 
secure office. 

Under the laws of Kentucky a man 
can be convicted of murder or liouse- 
breaking, or any other felony, on the 
testimony of one witness, while for bri- 
bery it raquires two witnesses. If one 
witness can convict a man of murder, 
certainly one witness should be suffi- 
cient to ooavhit of brilMry. 

Thie corrupt practice act should make 
the punishment for buying votes very 
much greater than for selling votes. A 
fine of $25 should be the limit for selliii:.'. 
while the fine for buying shoula be $5(H» 
and a jail sentence. 

Another provision which would aid in 
bringing about clean elections would be 
a provisioo which would prevent any 
citizen from qualifyiiiL' f<ir olllce when 
it is shown thai he either directly or in' 
difoetlyaaad noney to secure the of- 
fice. 

A slrinpent corrupt practice act would 
be one of the best and most useful laws 
that the Keniutky Legislature could 
pass when its meets in its regular ses- 
— Blizabethtown News.

New Parcels Post Rates. 

Postmasters have been instructed by 
the Third Assistant Postmaster General 
as to the changes in parcels post rates 
and regulations, egective from Jan. 1st. 
by order of Postmaster General Burle- 
•an. The orders provide for a reduc- 
tion of ratee in (he. third, fourth, fifth 
and sixth zones and for an increase in 
weight limit to SO pounds on parcels 
mailed for delivery in the first and sec- 
ond zones. ' 

After March 16 next books shall be 
eBbcaopd in the fourth class of mail, 
regular tone rates being applied lo p tr 
eels or books weighing over eight oun- 
ces. Parcels of eight ounces or less will 
be required to pay one cent for each two 
ouaaee cr traction thereof.
